Quite a number of yea and nay votes were 
demanded in the Senate today on compara- 
tively unimportant paragraphs, and yet with 
a distinct purpose in view. The Democrats 
were anxious to know as soon as possible 
about where the independent members 
would be found on the general subject or 
protection. They therefore made a number 
of tests on paragraphs where protection was 
distinctly arrayed against a revenue tariff. 
AS a result it was shown that Jones and 
Stewart of Nevada, Pettigrew of South 
Dakota, and Cannon of Utah, four ex-Re- 
publicans, generally voted on the straight 
protection side. In several cases Kyle of 
South Dakota and Heitfeld of Idaho, Popu- 
lists, also voted with the Republicans. To 
this number was added Senator McEnery 
of Louisiana, who, although a Democrat, 1s 
an avowed protectionist It was the opinion 
after the adjournment this evening that 
today’s votes sufficiently demonstrated the 
fact that there will be an ample majority to 
pass the tariff bill, unless the Republicans 
are impudent and attempt-to crowd upon the 
independents some disturbing elements like 
the sugar schedule, or a direct attack on far 
Western interests.

The real business of the postal congress 
will begin tomorrow, when the committees 
will report on the different subjects assigned 
them. One of the important subjects to 
come is the request of the Japanese delegates 
that their proportion of the contributions 
for payment of expenses should be imme- 
diately adjusted so as to fit the gold standard 
which will go into effect in Japan Oct. 1. 
Unfortunately, however, the postal congress 
finds itself unable to accede to this request 
because of treaty stipulations. All action 
taken at the present congress must be sub- 
mitted to Switzerland to take the initiative 
through headquarters in Berne, and the 
present treaty runs until Jan. 1, 1899. Until 
it can be amended by the diplomatic proc- 
esses already arranged for Japan will have 
to continue to pay her pro rata on the silver 
basis, although under a gold standard, and 
will have to stand the loss as one of the pun- 
ishments of her mistaken ideas of finance.

‘There were other questions involved in 
the Lake Front decision rendered yester- 
day,’’ said Commfssioner Hermann, “ than 
those which were made in the briefs pre- 
sented by the attorneys on both sides. One 
of the most important branches of the sub- 
ject, and one that appealed strongest to me, 
was to render a decision which would forever 
set at rest a tendency to throw a cloud upon 
another man’s title to property.

time. A “* 4-11” alarm was sent in for the 
first fire and a short time afterward « spe- 
cial call was sent for ten extra engines, just 
as the first alarm, followed by a“ 3-11 ° call, 
was sent in from the second fire. The result 
was a scurrying and hustling of fire engines, 
ladder trucks, and chemical companies from 
almost every house in the city, either going 
directly to the fires, or doubling up to pro- 
tect neighborhoods from which the regular 
companies had been drawn. 

During the time that these two fires were 
raging five other alarms were turned in for 
flames in other districts. In these cases the 
loss was slight. 

Work ef the Flames. 


The first fire, on which there was the great- 
est loss, was in the plant of William H. 
Bunge & Co., manufacturers of vinegar and 
preserves, Ann street, near the Chicago and 
Northwestern tracks. The establishment 
was destroyed, entailing an estimated loss 
of $200,000 with $61,100 insurance. 

The second fire started in Jacobson & Co.’s 
commission house, 191 West Randolph street, 
and before it was under control had burned 
three two-story frame buildings, 191, 193, and 
195 West Randolph street, and damaged the 
stocks of Frank Pickell, commission mer- 
chant; Jacobson & Co., butter and eggs; 
Otto Schimpf, saloon; and H. B. Mathieson, 
blacksmith; inflicting a total loss estimated 
at $15,000. 

Chief Swenie was at Rosehill Cemetery 
when the Bunge fire broke out. He was fortu- 
nate enough to catch a Northwestern train 
five minutes after receiving notification of 
the fire and arrived in time to attend to both 
fires. 

Two Men Hurt. 


Two men were hurt at the Bunge fire. 
They were: 

From, John, pipeman, engine company 16: struck 
by a falling p!ank and sustained a scalp wound; 
returned to duty when the hurt was dressed. 

Mock, John B., teamster for Mitchell Teaming 
company; scalp wound from falling from his 
wagon in trying to get out of the way of a 
fire engine; not dangerous. 

The fire in the Bunge plant was so het and 
the combustion so rapid that little was left 
besides the walls two hours after the flamcs 
were discovered. The new seven-story brick - 
factory of the Morgan & Wright compahy 
in May stfeet) with only a ten-foot alley 
separating it from the burning building, was 
in great danger until the iron shutters were 
closed and the firemen succeeded in cooling 
the exposed wall by deluzing it with water. 

The Bunge company was one of the largest 
and oldest concerns of. the kind in the city. 
The business was established by William BH. 
Bunge, President and manager of-the present 
company, in 187) in small quarters at the 
rear of 14 and 16 Centeravenue. In 1888 Mr 
Bunge built what was known as the north 
building. When the concern was incorpo- 
rated, four yéars ago, the new, or south,, 
building was constructed. The entire factory 
was of brick, four stories and basement, 110 
x120 feet, with a brick shed north of the 
north building. 50x125 feet, used for the 
cucumber pickle vats, of which there were 
twenty-one, with a total capacity of 31,500 
bushels. The company also manufactured 
compressed yeast and the machinery and 
stock of this industry were all destroyed. 


Start of the Fire. 


August H. Bunge, Treasurer and superin- 
tendent of the company. said he saw the fire 
first and believed it started under a vinegar 
vat in the shipping and fijling department 
on the first floor of the north building. There 
were twenty-five men employed about the 
building. and, led by Mr. Bunge, a party of 
them tried to put the fire out with hand 
grenades. Their efforts were fruitless, and 
by the time the firemen arrived the whole 
of the first floor of the north building was a 
roaring ‘furnace. From that time wntil 
there was no more to burn the firemen had 
little control over the flames. The best work 
was done in keeping the fire confined to the 
plant where it started. 

Half an hour after the fire started there 
began a series of heavy explosions, which 
continued until all the barreled: materials 
had been consumed. An upper section of 
the north wall fell over on the pickle shed 
at 8:30 o'clock, and fellowing this at short 
intervals the various upper floors, laden 
with stock, came crashing down into the

Springfield, Ill., May 27.—[Special.]--The 
Allen street car bill was advanced to third 
reading today after a three-hours’ fight and 
set down for hearing tomorrow as a special 
order on third reading. The bill has been 
amended so as to catch a few voters. It 
has been touched up by the addition of a 
referendum clause. In this shape it will 
probably go to the Senate. What it will 
look like when that body gets through with 
it nobody knows or can foretell, In its pres- 
ent condition it would be of no benefit to any 
street car company on earth. It not only 
leaves them within the grasp of the Common 
Council, but provides for ratification of the 
acts of the Council by the people of any 
municipality. It is not worth a rap to any 
street car corporation, and it is doubtful if 
any such corporation wants the bill as it will 
go to the Senate. 

George Miller struck the keynote today 
when he said the bill was a dummy and that 
in case it went to the Senate it would be so 
amended as to make it conform pretty close- 
ly to the other bill reported from the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary which now reposes 
peacefully in Charlie Allen’s pocket. 

There is no question as to the accuracy of 
Miller’s judgment in this particular.« The 
idea is to amend the bill and to get the street 
car companies out of the jurisdiction of 
Common Councils. This may be done when 
the bill is on second reading in the Senate. 
It could then be passed and come back to 
the House for action on the Senate amend- 
ments. The House can concur by seventy- 
seven affirmative votes, and there you are. 

Not All Plain Sailing. 

But the bill has a rocky road before it. 
There were only 28 votes for the original 
Hiumphrey bills tn the Senate to begin with. 
There is no reason to believe this bill will 
have another vote more than the Humphrey 
measures. It cannot be moved except by a 
suspension of the rules. This requires a 
two-thirds vote. The bill is dead if its op- 
ponents refuse to allow it tocome up. The 
only fear is they will get to trading and 
trafficking on other measures. The House 
got to ** playing horse "’ on subsidiary prop- 
ositions, and this condition of affairs, aided 
by Selby's ruling and possibly some other 
things, put the bill where it is tonight. 

Along about 10 o'clock this morning Speak- 
er Curtis was driven over to the Capitol. He 
is undoubtedly a sick man now, although 
a good many people believe he was not in so 
bad a condition yesterday or day before. 
He went up to the Speaker's room and 
about the time the Allen bill was to come 
up on special order he took the chair. 

He is going away for a few days. He ex- 
pects to leave Springfield tomorrow after-

del made the point of order that the motion 
to set the bill down as a special order re- 
quired a two-thirds wote cf the House. 
Speaker Curtis sustained him and felby 
shct in an appeal. The House, ty a vote of 
yeas 78 to nays 68, reversed the Speaker. 
The appeal from the Speaker’s decision was 
carried, and by a vote of yeas 82 to nays 
568 the bill was advanced to third reading 
and made a special order for tomorrow 
rnorning. 

Parliamentarians are at wide variance as 
to the correctness of the Speaker’s position. 
Miller maintained that it required a two- 
thirds vote under the circumstances to oyer- 
rule the Speaker, because if it did not the 
House would be contrelled by a majerity 
vote. The Speaker turned to George Miller 
and asked him to point out the particular 
rule of the House which sustained him in 
the proposition, and Miller could not do ft. 


Tisdel’s Farewell Fight. 


Tonight Mr. Tisdel is getting his forces 
ready to make a farewell fight against the 
bill. He still entertains hope he will be 
able to knock it out tomorrow. Miller took 
the first whack at it with a motion to strike 
out its enacting words. Sixty-seven men 
lined up in favor of the. Miller proposition, 
the Speaker being one of the number, but 
the other side was well organized. Every 
man was in his place and every man knew 
his duty. The business moved with the pre- 
cision of clockwork. 

Last night was a wild one in Springfield. 
It was an evening of exhilaration and pleas- 
ure. The bars did a thriving business and 
the hackmen got so little sleep they are 
dozing on their boxes today. <A good many 
members got up late this morning, so late 
they could not eat any breakfast, even if 
they wanted to. They were anxious to get 
over to the House and many of them took 
what is known as a Kentucky breakfast— 
to wit: ‘‘ Three fingers of whisky and a 
chew of plug toba¢co.” They landed in 
their seats at 10 o'clock. 

By 11 they were famished. The nearest 
approach to solid food in the capitol was a 
peck or two of apples, and they did not last 
very long. Ordinarily the. Legislature ad- 
journs about noon, but 8 House was an 
exception to the generai rule. It was get- . 
ting late in the session, time was of the 
essence of the contract, and not a minute 
was to be lost. Nobody thought of adjourn- 
ing. 

Spicy Incidents in Debate. 


The debate was interspersed with spicy 
incidents. Tom Needles and Charles Allen 
amused themselves by shaking their fists 
at each other and calling each other moral 
cowards. Allen referred to Needles as “ the 
southern Illinois bantam.’ Needles sarcas- 
tically got back at Allen by calling him “* the 
Vermilion gamecock.’" John Maynard Har- 
lan sat there close up against Fred Busse. 
Judge Sherman and Allen gave him a few 
side wipes that caused him to remove the 
moisture from his eye glasses. George Mil- 
ler made a corking good speech, pointing out 
the dangers of passing this bill. Allen in 
turn referred to Miller as “‘ the young saint 
from Sodum.”’ Alschuler made a forcible 
speech against the bill. 

But Miller, and Alschuler, and a dozen . 
other men who were ready to appose the 
measure might just as well have talked 
against the wind that goes with a Texas 
norther. They could do nothing, because 
the street car men were organized, and did 
not propose to leave-the House until that 
bill was sent to the third reading: Yester- 
day’s performance wound up with a great 
dea! of ill feeling. A better condition of af- 
fairs prevails tonight, although a great 
many mutterings of discontent are heard. 


“Fault is found with Selby for his ruling of

Compel Reading of Journal. 


The House convened at 10 o’clock this 
morning, with Mr. Selby in the chair. The 
opponents of the Allen bill resisted all at- 
tempts to dispense with the reading of the 
journal, and it was read in full. At the con- 
clusion of the reading Mr. O’Donnell said 
that he desired to have the journal corrrect- 
ed so far as his vote was concerned; that 
when the roll was called yesterday on the 
question of making the Allen bill a special 
order he was engaged im conversation and 
did not respond to his name, but that he 
afterwards requested the clerk. before the 
call was completed, to record him in the 
negative. ‘‘ He failed to do so.” said Mr, 
O’ Donnell, “ and I desire to have the journal 
corrected.” — 

Acting Speaker Seiby held that the jour- 
nal had already ‘been approved.

But because I have op- 
posed a pernicious measure I do not feel my- 
self bound to oppose a good measure. The

Allen Wants What's Fair. 

Mr. Allen then took the floor and spoke 
at considerable length. He said: 

“I simply want to say that the only ambi- 
tion I have had at any time has been to as- 
certain what was fair to the city and what 
was fair to the corporation. I have endeav- 
ored to look at this matter purely from a 
business standpoint. I think, gentlemen, 
that if we would examine these bills with 
reference to business and with less atien- 
tion to this clamor, with iess attention to 
the men who are better capable of exciting 
a riot or leading a mob, we would be better 
off, and could approach this question with a 
great deal more intelligence. [Applause.! 

“Fhe gentleman from Kane [Alschuler] 
has stated that any measure that was named 
street cars would meet With favor on the 
floor of this House with certain gentlemen. 
In reply I wish to say that any measure 
which is dubbed street car will meet. with 
the same opposition that confronted the 
other bills. I want to say [here Mr. Allen 
turned to Alderman Harlan, who was sit- 
ting near him] —I want to say to the young 
saint from Sodom [great laughter] that 
there are ag honest men supporting this 
measure as shere are opposed to it. [Ap- 
plause. |] 

‘“‘I would rather be a dog and bay the 
moon—I would rather be a toad and feast 
on the vapors of a dungeon—than to be a 
coward at public expense. [Applause.] My 
candid judgment is today, and I proclaim it 
from the housetops and from the hills, that 
the enemies of Chicago are the enemles of 
street car legislation. 1 want to say that I 
am advised that the man who most wishes 
to promote street car legislation stands 
ready to put 4,000 poor men at work if he can 
receive decent treatment at the hands of this 
Legislature. Why should not these cor- 
porations be enabled to sell their bonds, und 
sell them under favorable circumstances?’’ 


Chicago do not want this legislation. The 
business people of Chicago do want it. The 
men who do not want it are the lawyers 
without business, the men that are talking 
to the galleries and to the excited rabble in 
the street. I can go down upon this street 
any time and climb into @ wagon upon any 
public thoroughfare, and, talking at random 
and railing against corporations, in a few 
minutes I can have a crowd around me 
shouting and applauding without knowing 
what they are doing. |Applause.] I want 
to say openly and frankly that if I had my 
way about it I would not drive any corpora- 
tion into the City Council of Chicago if Il 
could avoid-it. But I have yielded my judg- 
ment to what they term local self-govern- 
ment—home rule or home robbery as you 
choose to call it.’ [Laughter.] 

Mr. Allen then read editorials from sev- 
eral of the Chicago papers. 

Can Ruan Others’ Business. 

*T find,” said he, continuing, ‘‘a great 
many people that know exactly how to 
manage other people's business, but they 
don't have any idea about managing their 
own. [Laughter.] 

‘* Now, gentlemen, it has been suggested 
that there was some motive behind this 
bill. It is not necessary for me to deny it. 
I have never cast a vote in this House that 
Iam ashamed of. I propose to vote my sen- 
timents honestly and fearlessly. I want to 
say to you that I introduced this bill after 
consulting with some of the opposition on 
this floor. It was supposed at that time that 
it was wholly unobjectionable, and it would 
have been if it had not been that the chief 
mogul (referring to Mr. Harlan) appeared 
on the scene and did not affect the judgment 
of the gentlemen, but intimidated them as 
to their conduct. [Laughter.] I appeal to 
you as honest men. I hope every man will 
vote according to his conscience, according 
to his judgment. 

“I believe it is cowardly to say that this 
bill should not be considered like other 
measures. Think of it. This bill involves 
sixty million dollars’ worth of property, and 
it does not have as much consideration as 
was given a bill yesterday prohibiting shoot- 
ing in the public highways. It is an out- 
rege. 

‘*Every man irrespective of his former 
convictions ought to vote against the strik- 
ing out of the enacting clause of this bill. 
I move the previous question.” 

When Mr. Allen sat down Mr. Needles was 
already on his feet for the purpose of talk- 
ing on the bill. “‘ The gentleman,” said he, 
‘talks about cowards, and then moves the 
previous question. He is the coward here.”’ 

This angered Mr. Allen, and he was on his 
feet instantly, and hurled back the retort: 
“You are the coward.” 

Immediately the House was in an uproar, 
and Mr. Needles and Mr. Allen stood in 
their places shaking their fists at each other, 
and talking with great vehemence. Noth- 
ing could be heard, however, except the 
word “ coward,” which was hurled back and 
forth. When quiet was restored Speaker 
Curtis recognized Mr. Allen, who satd: “TI

The wages of employés on all elevated and 
street railways where franchises shall be extend- 
ed in accordance with the provisions of this act 
shall not be less than 22% cents per hour, nor 
shall such employés work more than ten hours 
in any one day nor more than sixty hours in one 
week. 

All rules and regulations for the guidance of 
such employés shall be passed upon by the City 
Council in the same manner as other city ordi- 
nances. That no such employé shall be dis- 
charged from his employment unless for violation 
of such ordinafice or for failure to attend to his 
duties in a business and workmaniike manner. 
The City Council shall appoint a Board of Arbi- 
tration, composed of not less than three members, 
whose duty it shall be to pass upon all questions 
of discharge of employés, when such em- 
ployés so desire it, before they can be removed 
from their ‘position. 

Such Board of Arbitration shall have the right 
and it shal! be its duty to pass upon all disputes 
that may from time to time arise between such 
employés and the corporation, and the finding of 
such Board of Arbitration tn all such cases 
shall be final and binding upon all parties. 

Mr. Barnes moved to lay the amendment 
on the table. ‘‘ And on that motion,’ said 
Mr. McLauchlan, ‘“‘I demand the yeas and 
nays.”’ 

Craig’s Point of Order.

MACHINE WINS A ‘POINT. 


SENATE ADOPTS THE GLADE PLAN 
FOR COOK COUNTY. 
y 
Senator Berry’s Apportionment Bill Is 
Advanced to Third Reading and 
Made a Special Order for Next Tues- 
day—Lorimer Is Pleased—Says House 
May Change Its Opposition—Anti- 
Machine Men Don’t Think So—No 
Apportionment Is Likely. 


% 

Springfield’ Ill., May 27.—[Special.]—There 
was another spirited clash of contending 
factions in the fight on Senatorial appor- 
tionment this afternoon. It occurred in the 
Senate -when Senator Berry offered an en- 
tirely new bill as a substitute for the old and 
amended one already pending. At least it 
was alleged to be a new measure. None of 
the country districts, however, were 
changed. 

Its chief and most interesting feature re- 
ferred exclusively to Cook County. For the 
fifteen districts lying within that territory 
what is known as the Glade plan was incor- 
porated. Thus reconstructed, the bill was 
advanced to third reading and made a spe- 
clal order for next Tuesday morning. The 
vote by which this was done stood 29 to 11, 
Senators Case, Dresser, Fort (Republicans) 
voting in the negative with the Democrats. 

Two preliminary roll-calls were had, one 
on a motion to tabje Senator Anthony’s sub- 
stitute and another on the motion to supply 
Senator Berry's substitute. On the first of 
these the result was 25 yeas to 20 nays. On 
the second 28 were recorded in the affirma- 
tive against 18 on the other side. Each time 
Anthony, Case, Dresser, Fort, McCloud, 
Munroe, Sawyer, and Stubblefield stood with 
the Democratic Senators. But on the final 
ballot to advance Anthony declined to vote, 
and McCloud and Munroe changed over. 


Battle Wages Hot. 

They had a purpose in doing this. While 
it lasted the battle.waged hot and created 
considerable interest in State House cir- 
cles. Lorimer, Hertz, Mamer, and other 
machine leaders were there doing everything 
in their power to prevent the bill being de- 
feated. It was charged that several Sen- 
ators were forced under pressure of the par- 
ty lash to support it. One of them said he 
did this knowing full well no machine ap- 
portionment can ever pass the House. He 
wanted to save himself any trouble in the 
matter. 

Senator McCloud spoke against the pro- 
poscd gerrymander on the ground that it 
had been made by persons not authorized to 
assume that responsibility and was in no 
wise satisfactory to the people of Chicago. 
He insisted -that the making of an appor- 
tionment was altogether a function of the 
Legislature and should be performed by the 
lawmakers themselves, unless they might 
decide to delegate the authority. 

** Furthermore,” he continued, ‘‘ I am con- 
vinced the men who brought this plan in 
here never intended an apportionment 
should be passed. Personally I am opposed 
to redistricting the State, but at the request 
of my constituents and the Republican par- 
ty at large 1 am interested and willing to do 
all I can for the passage of an apportion- 
ment bill that will be fair and In the inter- 
ests of the whole Republican party. 


Would Make It Doubtfal. 

**I believe that under the present appor- 
tionment we can secure more members of 
the next Legislature on our side than we 
could under the one proposed should it go 
through and become a law. There is no 
question now about my district, but this 
substitute would make it doubtful. A ma- 
jority of the Republicans in Cook County 
do not favor apportionment on the lines pre- 
sented here. If you people outside of Cook 
persist in forcing it I can say to you that it 
will not be supported.”’ 

Senator Crawford made a vigorous talk 
in favor of the Glade plan for Cook County, 
saying it was virtually a duplicate of the 
Hertz-Mamer scheme, which was indorsed 
by the County Central committee three 
weeks ago. He urged that this fact, coupled 
with the action of twenty-eight Chicago 
members night before last, when they adopt- 
ed Glade’s prgposition, was sufficient evi- 
dence that the party wanted just such an 
apportionment, and therefore it should be 
sustained by every Republican in the Senate. 

Senator Mahoney tried to raise a point of 
order that the substitute bill could not be 
acted upon when the original had been 
amended by the Senate. He was overruled. 
No amount of filibustering could, in this in- 
Stance, head off the machine forces. They 
had succeeded in securing enough support to 
carry them through, and they were deter- 
_mined to regain the ground lost last week. 


Looks Like Ne Apportionment. 

It does not look, though, at this time as if 
there will be a new apportionment. Opposi- 
tion to the machine is much stronger in the 
Lower House than the Upper. The organi- 
zation of forty members formed last nizht 
is determined to block the machine when its 
bill reaches the House. Immediately after 
today’s action in the Senate active opera- 
tions looking to the perfecting of a program 
which shall be followed were set on foot. 
The organization held another meeting to- 
night and was greatly strengthened by every 
one of the forty pledging to stand solid to 
the end. 

Martin B. Madden was not in evidence this 
afternoon. His absence, itis claimed by the 
opposition, had a good deal to do with the 
rnachine victory. It is thought that had he 
been present Hertz and Lorimer could not 
have exerted their influence so strongly to 
win back two or three of the Senators who 
Nad got away from them. These two bosses 
are depending upon a like result in the House 
when they get to work over there. In reply 
to a question Mr. Lorimer exclaimed: 

* Well, the Senate was against us last 
week, but you notice we did not have much 
difficulty getting, our measure advanced and 

.made a special order today. I understand 
there are forty members of the House or- 
ganized to fight us in that body, but there 
may be a change of sentiment when the bill 
reaches there.”’ 


BILLS PASSED BY BOTH HOUSES. 


Measure to Increase the Salaries of 
Jadges of Supreme Court Goes: 
Through Senate. 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—In the Senate to- 
day the tax levy bill was read a second time, 
advanced to third reading, and madé a spe- 
cial order for tomorrow. 

Senator Dunlap offered a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Education to 
report without delay the anti-cigaret bilr. 
Objections were heard from all parts of the 
Senate when Senator Dunlap moved to sus- 
pend the rules for the purpose of considering 
the resolution. The motion to suspend the 
rules was lost by a vote of 23 yeas to 19 
nays. 

Senator Munroe offered a joint resolution 
from the Committee on Waterways and 
Drainage declaring it to be the policy of 
the State to procure the construction of a 
waterway of the greatest practical depth 
and .usefulness for navigation from Lake 
Michigan by way of the Desplaines and 
Illinois Rivers to the lower Mississippi 
River and by way of the Hennepin Canal 
to the upper Mississippi, and to encourage 
construction of useful feeders thereto. The 
resolution was adopted. 

The following bills were passed: 

The House bill [Trowbridge's] to provide 
for the establishment and maintenance of 
manual training departments for high 
schools, | 

The House bill [Avery’s] relating to fra- 
ternal beneficiary societies.. 

Mr. Fuller’s anti-butterine bill was re- 
ported from the House. Senator Landigran 
moved that the rules be suspendéd and the 
bill read a first time and referred to the 
Committee on Farm Drainage. Lost. 

The President announced the appointment 
of Senators Baxter,.Fort, and Curley as a 
committee to investigate the question of 
convict labor, and to report their findings 
back to the next General Assembly.

SAYS ALLEN BILL 18 ONLY A BLIND. 


Mayor Harrison Believes a Worse 
Measure Will Be Brought Back from 
the Senate Under Cover of It. 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Harrison leaves for Chicago tonight. Just 
before going to the train he said to a 
TRIBUNE correspondent: 

‘‘Now that the Allen street car bill has 
practically passed the House, the backers 
of the bill have become emboldened so far 
that they openly announce they will add such 
amendments to the bill as will bring it back 
to the House in practically the same condi- 
tion as the original Humphrey bills. The 
measure will be even worse, in my opinion, 
than the so-called Yerkes bill, because it 
will have fifteen years longer time to run 
than is provided for in that measure. 

‘*T regard the Allen measure as simply a 
dummy bill‘and a stall for the bill that is to 
be brought from the Senate probably on the 
last day of the session. I think there is still 
a good fighting chance to beatit. A number 
of members of the House stated to mein the 
most positive manner that their only reason 
for voting for the Allen bill was because they 
felt some consideration was due to the come 
panies, but if the bill was returned by the 
Senate in any amended form, a form even 
approximating that of the Humphrey or 
the Yerkes bill, they would then register 
their votes against it. I believe in giving 
every man credit for being truthful until he 
proves himself a liar. 

‘*T hope to be back here at the time the 
bill comes back from the Senate, and if it 
does come back in an objectionable form I 
will do my utmost to keep these members to 
their promises.’ ? 


PROGRAM FORTHE COMING WEEK. 


Is Extremely Doubtfal if Either of the 
Revenue Bills Will Become 
Law. 


Springfield, Ill., May 27.—[Special.]—The 
general appropriation bill made its appear- 
ance in the Senate this afternoon, where it 
was read a first time and sent to second 
reading. It will be taken up tomorrow 
morning and sent to third reading. Next 
Tuesday morning it will be passed and for- 
warded over to the House. 

By agreement nothing will be done in the 
Senate tomorrow except the consideration 
or appropriation measures and trivial mat- 
ters on which there is no contest. The Sen- 
ate will probably adjourn from tomorrow 
afternoon until Tuesday morning. The 
House will work tomorrow and next day, 
too, judging from present indications. The 
House Committee on Judiciary will meet 
some time tomorrow and pass on the con- 
solidated gas and frontage bills. 

Some talk is heard here tonight about a 
prolongation of the session in case the ap- 
portionment bills fail to pass. This cannot 
“be traced, however, to any definite or trust- 
worthy source, and the temper of the Legis- 
lature is such that it will adjourn sine die 
next Friday, apportionment or no appor- 
tionment. It is extremely doubtful if either 
of the revenue bills now before the House 
become law. 


CHICAGOANS WATCH FAVORITE BILLS. 


Beulevard Measuré Passes the Senate 
and Mesars. Peck and Nixon Say 
It Will Become a Law. 


Springfield,’Iil., May 27.—[Special.]—Four 
or five delegations of Chicago citizens ap- 
peared here this morning. Ferdinand W. 
Peck and William Penn Nixon came down 
to get the Lake Front Park bill pushed 
along. Judge O. N. Carter is here in the 
interest of special assessment legislation, 
while W. WS Wheelock and James L. Hign 
are on hand in behalf of the new primary 
election bill. 

Messrs. Peck and Nixon claim tonight that 
the bill which permits filling in the Lake 
Front Park and constructing a boulevard 
between Twelfth street and Jackson Park 
is now assured of passage. It went through 
the Senate on third reading this morning, 
and will be reported to the House without 
delay. They had a conference with the 
Speaker, the steering committee, and Gov- 
ernor Tanner, this afternoon, and Mr. Peck 
says he has assurances from all these that 
they will interest themselves in the measure 
and have it pushed along.

Springfield, Ill., May 27.—The House Ju- 
diciary committee held a meeting this morn- 
ing and heard arguments on the gas frontage 
and consolidation bills. Judge Lorin C. Col- 
lins, representing the Chicago gas compa- 
nies, spoke in favor of the bills, as did James 
L. High of Chicago. The committee ad- 
journed without taking action.

Resolutions as Adopted. 

With reference to the gas trust bills the 
following resolution, proposed by G. P. En- 
glehard, was adopted at the conference: 

‘‘Resolved, That we denounce the s0- 
called gas consolidation and frontage bills 
as contemplating the legalization of a gas 
monopoly highly prejudicial to the Interests 
of the people and the perpetration of a wrong 
beyond remedy for all time to come.” 

With reference to street railway legisla- 
tion, the following resolution, also proposed 
by G. P. Englehard, was adopted: 

‘‘ Resolved, That the conditions attending 
the passage of the so-called Allen bill by the 
House of Representatives, in the absence of 
any public demand for such legislation, ap- 
pear to justify the fear that the said bill 
may be returned to the House from the Sen- 
ate with amendments embddying provisions 
which were so justly denounced in the Hum- 
phrey bills. 

‘Resolved, That we protest against the 
incorporation of any such provisions and 
express the hope that, if the bill is to be 
passed at all, it shall be kept free trom any 
of the said objectionable features.”’ 

Those present at the meeting were unan- 
imously of the opinion that the condition of 
affairs at Springfleld was grave.

GEORGE DUEY KILLED BY AN OFFICER 


Mistaken for a Burglar at Cincinnati 
He Is Shot Down in the 
Street. 


Cincinnati, O., May 27.—George A. Duey, 
who has been connected with the Associated 
Press here and at Denver and other places 
for many years, was killed tonight by Po- 
liceman Amos Booth. 

Officer Amos Booth, who killed Duey, tells. 
this story: 

Tonight Miss Fanny Pleéecke discovered a 
burglar in the house. She screamed and 
the burglar fled. Officer Booth lives a short 
distance away. He was in bed, but jumped 
up and hurried down-stairs, dressed in a 
night shirt and a pair of trousers and carry- 
ing his revolver in his hand. Heran toward 
the Plecke house and saw a man coming 
toward him. 

Seeing the man half dressed and with a 
revolver Duey turned and started: the other 
way. Booth says he called *‘ Halt!” twice, 
but Duey broke.into a run. The officer then 
raised the revolver and fired. Duey dropped 
dead, shot in the back of the head. 

There is no possible reason to believe that 
Duey was the burglar. Booth did not say 
that he was an officer, and, being dressed 
only in a night shirt and a pair of trousers, 
it is not sur.rising that Duey fled. The dead 
man came here a week ago. 


George J. Duey was, until the recent 
collapse of the United Press, telegraph 
editor at its office in this city, and was one 
of the best known telegraphers in the United 
States. He left here a month ago to accept 
a position on the editorial staff of a 8St. 
Louls newspaper. Although only 35 years 
old he had been employed in many of the 
big cities of the Nation, and ts said to have 
been the most skillful receiver at the key 
in the country. He was an old employé of 
the Associated Press, and for a long time was 
its ap greed at Denver.

Garl Decker Says That the End of the 
War Is Fairly Near at Hand—He 
Tells of a Letter from President 
Cisneros in Which the Latter As. 
sents on Behalf of the Insurgent 
Government to This Scheme for 


Peace. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
by Karl Decker to the New York Journal 
from Washington says: 

It seems likely that the end of the war in 
Cuba is fairly near at hand and that hostil- 
ities will be brought to a finish through the 
peaceful intervention of the United S cates. 
There is every reason to believe that the pol- 
icy of President McKinley will be to offer to 
guarantee Spain an indemnity fund in case 
the Spanish government agrees to withdPaw 
its troops from the Island and leave the Re- 
public of Cuba in peaceful possession of that 
territory. Indications are plain that before 
jong Spain can be brought to see the advis- 
ability of ending the profitless war in Cuba 
in this manner. 

Heretofore the unknown quantity in the 
equation has been the acceptance of these 
terms by the Cuban republic. I amina 
position to state that these terms will be 
satisfactory to the insurgent goverament 
in the island. 

I was today shown a private letter from 
President Cisneros to a member of the Cuban 
Jegation in this city in which Mr. Cisneros 
says that such an ending of the present con- 
dition of affairs will be acceptable to his gov- 
ernmant. In a conversation today with 
Estrada Palma, President of the Cuban 
junta, I was also informed by him that he 
will regard with favor the termination of 
the war after this fashion. 

The letter from President Cisneros went 
into a number of details as to the rupture 
early this year between President Cisneros 
and Gen. Gomez. It also stated that, while 
the insurgents are still confident of ultimate 
fuccess, they realize that to end the war 
by the payment of an indemnity to Spain 
will be in the line of humanity as well as 
conserving the best interests of the Island. 

Sefior Palma added that to continue the 
war will mean the loss of thousands of lives 
and millions of dollars’ worth of property. 
He took the same ground that President 
Cisneros has in stating that the amount, 
however, must not exceed $150,000,000. 

Conference to Be Held Next Week. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 27.—It is definitely 
settled that the most important conference 
yet held in America in connection with the 
Cuban cause will assemble in Philadelphia 
some time next week. General Palma will 
preside. With him will be Quesada, the 
Chargé @’Affaires. They are coming here, it 
is said, to prepare plans that may meet with 
the entire approbation of the administration

It is said that as soon as Senator Sherman 
became Secretary of State he sent for Que- 
sada.

Edhem Pasha out of Thessaly. 

Exalted Ottoman officials build much on 
Germany’s jealousy of Russia, and assert, 
apparently with truth, that the German 
Emperor is straining to oust Russia from 
her position of confidential adviser to the 
Syltan, besides suggesting various strategic 
improvements in Asia Minor which are evi- 
dently aimed at the Muscovites. 


NEGOTIATIONS FAVORABLE TO GREECE 


Proposal to Cede Thessaly Is No 
Longer Given Any Consideration 
by the Powers. 


London, May 28.—The correspondent of 
,the Times at Athens says: 

“Peace negotiations have taken a turn 
more favorable to Greece. Turkey's pro- 
posal to-ocupy Thessaly no longer receives 
any consideration, owing to England's at- 
titude, while the proposal to abolish the 
capitulations in the case of Greek subjects 
in Turkey is rejected. 

“The powers have fixed £6,000,000 as the 
highest limit of indemnity and will allow 
only such a strategic alteration of the 
frontier as will not involve the subjection of 
any inhabited district to Turkish rule.” 

The correspondent of the Standard at Con- 
Stantinople says: 

‘. Russia does not conceal her extreme 
irritation at the German policy, which is 
SO openly and persistently directed against 
Russia that many Turks accuse Germany 
of deliberately plotting to produce a rupture 
between the two countries.’ 

The correspondent of the Times at Sa- 
lonica, telegraphing on Wednesday, says: 

“I have just arrived here after passing 
through Larissa, Alossona, and Sorovitch; 
en route there is a steady forward move- 
ment of reinforcements along all the roads. 
The force under Edhem Pasha'’s command 
must now be close on 200,000 men.”’ 

Berlin, May 27.—According to a dispatch 
to the Frankfort Zeitung from Constantl- 
nople, Count Muravieff, the Russian For- 
eign Minister, told the Turkish Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg that Turkey must re- 
nounce her impossible claim to annex Thes- 
saly. He added that in his opinion the 
claim had only been advanced to prolong 
the negotiations, or as a pretext for renew- 
ing the war, which Europe would on no 
account ‘permit. 


VANDERBILTS GO TO THE RESCUE. 


Cornelius and His Wife Give $5,000 
to the Fand to Endow Hospital 
Beds in London.

R. Hearst.]—In spite of the circumstance 
that the Duchess of Marlborough has re- 
fused to contribute to the funds [or the en- 
dowing of beds for American patients. in 
London hospitals in recognition of the dia- 
mond jubilee, as she is not now an American, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt today 
subscribed $5,000 to the cause, which brings 
‘up the total already pledged to nearly $15,- 
000. 

In fact, the young Duchess’ refusal to sub- 
scribe to the ‘‘ American Victoria jubilee 
memorial ’’ seems to have stimulated those 
unfortunate Americans who can neither 
palliate nor deny their nationality, to great- 
er efforts on behalf of the funds. 

Within the last few days subscriptions 
have poured in in amounts ranging from one 
guinea to the $5,000 contribution by Mr. and 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. It is expected that the re- 
maining $10,000 will be forthcoming within 
three weeks. The sum of $25,000 will per- 
mit the endowment of an American cot in 
each of five of the London hospitals, and the 
endowment of $5,000 for each will place the 
American cots outside and above any 
vicissitudes that may at any time occur to 
the general funds of the hospitals selected. 
These cots will be at the service of any 
Americans who maybe suffering and in need 
in London. f 

Americans will always have the first right 
to them, but when not required by Ameri- 
eans will be open to other patients. It was 
the proposition of Mrs. Ralph Vivian that 
Americans who have experienced a kindly 
reception in England should establish this 
memorial of their esteem for the woman who 
has occupied the throne of England for sixty 
years, during which period the ties of good 
feeling ‘between America and England have 
steadily increased. 

That the suggestion is indorsed as a good

SPLENDID CEREMONY AT ST. PETER’S. 


Most Impressive Spectacle Enacted 
Since the Abolition of the Pope’s 
Temporal Power. 


Rome, May 27.—The canonization today of 
the Blessed Zaccaria, founder of the Order 
of Barnabites, and of the Blessed Fourier 
de Mataincour, surnamed the Apostle of 
Lorraine, was the most impressive cere- 
mony witnessed at St. Peter's since the 
abolition of the temporal power of the Popes, 
the only difference in this morning's cere- 
monial ayid those which occurred under the 
sovereignty of the Popes being that the ex- 
ternal gates of St. Peter's were closed, and 
that tickets of admission to the cathedral 
had to be obtained. 

The inaugural procession from the Sistine 
Chapel was headed. by representatives of 
the mendicant and monastic orders .and was 
typical of the entire ecclesiastical orders, 
from the students to the prelates, patriarchs, 
and Cardinals, culminating in the venerable 
figure of the Supreme Pontiff, Leo XI1I., 
borne on the sodia gestatoria, attended by 
the bearers of the flabelli. His Holiness 
wore the pontifical tiara; in his left hand he 
carried a lighted candle, and in his right 
hand he blessed the people while traversing 
the nave. 

The assembled dignitaries of the church 
made the customary obeisance to the Pon- 
tiff, the Cardinals kissing his hand and re- 
ceiving the accolade, the Bishops kissing his 
hand and knee, and the minor prelates kiss- 
ing his feet. This ceremony completed, the 
dignitaries of the church took their places 
in the stalls.

W. §. WALDRON RUN DOWN BY TRAIN.

Assistant Secretary, ¥Y. M. C. A., Meets 
with a Probably Fatal Accident 
in Wabash Avenue. 


William 8S. Waldron, assistant secretary 
of the Central Department, Y. M. C. A., was 
probably fatally injured last evening while 
trving to board a moving cable train in 
Wabash avenue south of Adams street. 

He had just come from the Y. M. C. A. 
Building in La Salle street, where he had at- 
tended a rehearsal of the Association Guitar 
and Mandolin club, and was carrying his 
musical instrument. In running tocatchan 
indiana trailer he collided with one of the 
heavy iron posts of the ‘* Loop ”’ structure 
and was thrown under the front end of the 
car and dragged about thirty feet before the 
train was stopped. 

One of the first to reach the side of the in- 
jured man was Chief of Police Kipley, who 
was riding on the train. Others came to 
his aid and helped carry the helpless injure‘ 
man to the pavement. Dr. A. A. O'Neill, 
4607 Champlain avenue, made a hurried 
diagnosis of the case. He found Mr. Wal- 
dron had sustained a severe and probably 
fatal fracture of the skull over the left eye, 
and also internal injuries. 

It is the opinion of Chief Kipley and others 
who witnessed the accident that the street 
car crew was not to blame. R. Mahoney 
was the conductor of the Indiana aventile car 
and the motorman was George Riddle.

Powers and Lattimore, te Hang Fri- 
day, Pat in the Death Chamber 
at the County Jail. 


William Powers and John Lattimore, the 


- colored men who are to be hanged today, 


were put in the death chamber at the County 
Jail yesterday. 

Powers received a telegram from Attorney 
J. G. Jones at Springfield announcing the 
result of Jones’ audience with the Gov- 

.ernor on Wednesday, and stating that all 
hope of a stay was gone. 

The prisoner sighed when the news was 
broken, but said it was as he had expected. 

Lattimore still insists that his trial was 
unfair, and his poverty prevented a proper 
presentation of his case. 


COAL MINERS ARE ORDERED OUT. 


Fifty Thousand Men Will Be Affected 


in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
West Virginia. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 27.—The National Ex- 
ecutive Board of the United Mine-Workers 
of America has decided to order a general 
strike throughout Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
West Virginia to secure the 69-cent rate for 
mining. The order is expected to be in the 
hands of the workmen within a very few 
days. More than 50,000 miners will be af- 
fected by the order, and a desperate struggle 
between the men and operators will result. 


EARTHQUAKE SHOCK IN VERMONT 


Buildings Tremble Perceptibly in 
Some Places, but No Damage Has 
Been Reported. 


Rutland, Vt., May 27.—A slight earthquake 
shock was felt throughout the State tonight. 
Buildings trembled perceptibly. At Bellows 
Falls and Burlington the jar was felt twice. 
The earthquake was more violent north of 
here, being felt distinctly at Plattsburg and 
at Montreal. It extended as far south as 
Fort Edward, N. Y. No damage was done.

THE QUESTION DEMANDED A 
SPEEDY SETTLEMENT. 


SAYS 


United States, He Adds, Will Be Placed 
on a Sound Financial Basis at the 
Regular Session of Congress—De- 
clines, However, to Give Out His 
Plans, Which Are Formulated—His 
Wife Is Delighted with Washing- 
ton—Chicago Building Discussed. 


Cincinnati, O., May 27.—[Special.]—*‘ You 
may say this regarding financial legisla- 
tion. The Republicans are going to make 
good the promises made during the last 
campaign that they would put the country 
on a sound financial basis.’’ 

So said Secretary Lyman J. Gage in an 
interview here today with a CHIcaco TRIB- 
UNE representative. 

“It will not be done at the special session 
of Congress,’’ he added, ‘* because the mem- 
bers are anxious to go home, but I have the 
word of enough Congressmen and Senators 
to feel sure in saying that it will be the first 
business taken up by Congress next winter. 

‘**I cannot make public my plans as to 
what ought to be done, but I have them 
formed, and President McKinley and I are of 
the same mind regarding them. They will be 
put before Congress when it meets in regu- 
lar session, and I am assured by the leaders 
of the House and Senate that the question 
of a sound currency for the United States 
is going to be settled satisfactorily to the 
buSiness-men of the country and to the la- 
boringmen also who believe in honest 
money.”’ 

Tariff Had to Be Settléd. 


** Do you believe the tariff question should 
have been taken up first?’’ Mr. Gage was 
asked. 

**I believe the tariff question had to be 
settled, and the only way that Congress 
could go about making things right was 
by taking up the paramount question. The 
business of the country has been waiting for 
the tariff and the currency questions to 
be settled. I don't think it made much dif- 
ference which way the tariff question was 
settled. The business-men of the country 
have been waiting till they knew just where 
Congress stood before they went ahead 
again. 

**I do not say that they are not waiting, 
too, for the currency question to be settled, 
for they are. The. tariff question is only 
one step in the right direction, and of course 
there will be some uncertainty and business 
may hold back some until the currency ques- 
tion is also settled. That it will be settled 
satisfactorily I am positive. 

‘There is no doubt in my mind that the 
evident near settlement of the tariff ques- 
tion has already caused a moderate revival 
of business. The ‘ return of prosperity’ Is 
slow, to be sure, but it already has begun 
all over the country, and I think there will 
be a continued growth of business,”’ j 


Chicago Building Is Discussed. 

Then Mr. Gage referred to the Chicago 
public building. 

‘* We are going to exact the penalty from 
the Chicago Wrecking company for their de- 
lay in clearing the site,’’ he said, ‘‘ if we 
can collect the amount. Of cuurse, we real- 
ize they have had a hard job of it on account 
of the way the foundations were laid, but 
that was their lookout when they took the 
contract. Henry Ives Cobb's plans, the ones 
which have figured in the newspapers, are 
going to be adopted without any material 
changes, and just as soon as we can get the 
old building cleared away we shall begin to 
put up the new one.”’ 

Mr. Gage arrived here, accompanied by his 
wife, at 8 o’clock this morning from Wash- 
ington, and through some oversight they 
were obliged to find their way from the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Station to the Grand 
Hotel, where they had been registered in 
advance, with no other escort than a negro 
porter, who had been sent by the hotel clerk 
to carry their baggage. 

A half hour after their arrival Secretary 
and Mrs. Gage came down to the hotel din- 
ing room and sat down to breakfast with 
George M. Pullman and Marshall Field. 

“Mr. Gage has taken me along as his 
private secretary,’’ Mrs. Gage said on her 
return from her walk. ‘“ I supposed the Chi- 
cago delegation would bring their wives, too, 
but I find lam all alone. They have asked 
me to go with them to Fort Thomas to- 
morrow morning, but I am afraid I would 
look rather lonely. 

‘“‘I cannot express my delight at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Gage and I have come to the 


in the country, and society there.is as pleas- 
ant as the city itself. Mr. Gage is just as 
much pleased with his work as I am with 
.the city. It is the first time 
found time to come home to luncheon. We 
will spend the summer near ‘\Vashington.”’

YALE EXPECTS TO WIN. 


BLUE FEELS CONFIDENT OF A PLACE 
IN BERKELEY OVAL MEET. 


Despite the Showing of Its Opponents 
the New Haven Team Bases Its Be- 
lief on Victory in the Results of 
Contests with the Same Men Who 
Will Enter the Mott Haven Games— 
List of Prominent Candidates in the 
Field for Each Event. 


New Haven, Conn., May 27.—[Special.]— 
Despite the brave showing of its opponents 
the blue feels quite confident of taking a 
place in the meet at Berkeley Oval tomorrow 
and Saturday, and believes that she has an 
excellent fighting chance of coming .out vic- 
torious over the University of Pennsylvania. 

The results of the recent contests, in which 
almost all the athletes entered have ap- 
peared, enable one to get a pretty close line 
on the abilities of the various contestants. 

Beginning with the 100-yard dash, Wefers 
of Georgetown is expected to win. Among 
those who are talked of for second place are 
Jarvis of Princeton, Hoffman of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Byers’ of Yale. In the 220-yard 
dash Wefers should win. The second place

Hoffman. In the quarter-mile run Hollister 
of Harvard is by all odds the strongest com- 
petitor, but Burke of Boston College is likely 
to press him close. There are three as- 
pirants for third place in this event. 
are Colfelt of Princeton, Darvan of Yale, 
and Fish of Harvard. The half-mile run is 
also conceded to Hollister, with a close con- 
test for second place between B. B. Hinckley 
of Yale and A. B. Grant of Pennsylvania. 
Of these two contestants the loser is certain 
to take third place. 

The mile run will be one of the closest and 
most interesting races of the day. Orton of 
Pennsylvania is a probable winner. Specr, 
a Yale freshman, who made an excellent 
showing in the recent dual game with Har- 
vard, will press him close for first place, al- 
though Wright of Brown and Grant of Har- 
vard ar®@ better-known men. E. C. Perkins 
of Yale will have no difficulty in winning 
both of the hurdle events. He can always 
be depended upon, and his previous show- 
ings place him easily above his competitors. 
Thompson of Yale or Bijur of Columbia 
should get second place in the high hurdles, 
and VAn Ingen of the blue has a chance for 
third place. In the high hurdles the order 
will probably be Perkins first and Morse of 
Harvard and Van Ingen of Yale second and 
third respectively, with Bastian of Penn- 
sylvania a possibility. 

Butler, another Yale freshman who has 
come out stccessfully this spring; Darrach 
of Yale, Phillips of Harvard, and Fetteman 
of Pennsylvania are good men in the mile 
walk. The high jump is conceded to Winsor 
of Pennsylvania, whois sure of over six feet. 
Merwin of Yale, who broke the Yale record 
in the recent games with Harvard, after- 
ward cleared the pole at 6 feet 2% inches, is 
capable of good work, but he is uncertain. 
Nevertheless, his chances for second or third 
place are good. Craighal of Washington 
and Jefferson is another good man. 

The blue is strong again in the hammer- 
throw and shotput and expects to wina first 
place in both of these events. Charles Chad- 
wick of Yale will doubtelss win the former 
of these events, although some concede it to 
Woodruff of Pennsylvania. The blue has no 
good second man in this event, however, 
owing to the fact that Fred Beck is absent 
from college. Big ‘* Dick ’’ Sheldon of Yale 
is sure to get first place in the shotput, with 
Woodruff of Pennsylvania second, and Mc- 
Cracken of Pennsylvania and Clark of Har 
vard close for third. 

From this summary it will be seen that the 
points are likely to be pretty evenly divided 
among the three or four first competitors. 
The larger shares, however, go to Yale and 
Pennsylvania. Yaleis sure of four firsts and 
the two hurdles, the hammer throw and 
shotput. Harvard will easily get third place 
and Princeton can be depended upon to make 
a better showing than usual.

DELAFONTAINE UPSETS A THEORY 
OF LUETGERT’S DEFENSE. 


Caustic Soda Quickly Consumes Human 
Tissue, ‘but Leaves Ligneous Fiber 
Intact—Watchman Bialke, on the 
Rack of Cross-Examination, Sticks 
to His Original Story and Is Thought 

_by the State to Have Strengthened 
Its Case—McEwen’s Reserve Fire. 


é 

The prosecution in the Luetgert case re- 
ceived added strength yesterday in conse- 
quence of a new line of experiments by Ex- 
pert Delafontaine. The State is now certain 
he will be able to show, when placed upon 
the stand today, not only that the solution 
of caustic soda used in the factory vat was 
suchas to disintegrate a human body within 
a few hours, but also that the chemical, not- 
withstan@ing its extreme strength, could 
have no appreciable effect on the wooden 
sides of the vat. 

This will be a hard blow at the defense’'s 
assumption that no such solution as is 
claimed to have been employed in destroying 
the body of Mrs. Luetgert could have been 
in the vat, where her rings were found, with- 
out leaving its effects upon the woodwork 
and otherwise. 

These results have been reached by the 
chemists employed by the State after a 
long line of careful experiments. A piece of 
wood was placed in a solution of caustic 
soda, heated to the boiling int, and left 
there for several hours. When removed, it 
bore no indications of disintegration. The 
color had been changed slightly, but other- 
wise the wood was as solid as before it was 
subjected to the test. 


Test Made by Delafontaine. 


This was the experiment made yesterday 
by Chemist Delafontaine. It was prompted 
by remarks on the part of Luetgert’s rriends, 


' dibcrediting the theory of the police. But 


the experiments will not be ended here. 
Others will be made with different solutions 
of the caustic and several kinds of wood. 

It is the plan of Assistant State’s Attorney 
McEwen to hold some of the better part of 
his testimony in reserve for ‘the final trial. 
What is needed for present purposes will be 
brought out today during the examination 
of Mr. Delafontaine. 

The cross-examination of the night watch- 
man at the factory, Bialke, yesterday, is be- 
lieved by the prosecution to have strength- 
ened the case against Luetgert. A num- 
ber of facts not brought out in the direct 
examination were adduced. 

But neither Attorney Tripp nor Attorney 
Vincent, who represent Luetgert, prefer to 
consider this testimony of much moment. 
On the contrary, they hint that the watch- 
man’s evidence is st ly suggestive of 
having been prepared th the aid of the 
police. 

They say it is an outrage and conspiracy 
that a detective should have been placed un- 
der Bialke’s bed to overhear wheat Luetgert 
had to say to him, and that Blialke’s son 
should have aspirations to be a detective is 
thought by them to be an extremely sus- 
picious ¢ircumstance. 

Luetgért himself still maintains that his 
wife will walk into the courtroom before 
his case has been completed. 


Bialk Is Cross-Examined. 


The proceedings before Justice Kersten 
yesterday afternoon were taken up with 
the cross-examination of Watchman Frank 
Bialk, who spent the night of Mrs. Luet- 
gert’s disappearance in and about the sau- 
sage works. Though Lawyer Vincent ham- 
mered away persistently at the old man and 
compelled him to travel over and over again 
the ground covered on his direct examina- 
tion by Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen 
on Tuesday, Bialk clung to every important 
detail of the statement which he made that 
day. 

The incidents attending Luetgert’s visit 
to Bialk when he was lying ill in his bed 


- at his house, 103 High street, the day before 


the arrest of the sausage manufacturer, on 
which occasion Detective Anton Klinger 
Was secreted under the bed, were brought 


. out under the cross-examination. 


Bialk had sent for Luetgert early in the 
morning to tell him of his illness and of the 
actions of Inspector Schaack and his sub- 
ordinates in searching the factory prem- 


" ises. 
Detective Under the Bed. 


In the meantime Detective Klinger ap- 
peared at the house and crawled under the 


bed before Luetgert arrived. 


During the course of the trying cross- 
examination Bialk again spoke of the stuff 
which he assisted Luetgert in pouring into 


-. the vat; the action of Luetgert in turning 


the steam into the vat; the trips which he 
made to the drug store, five blocks away, for 
patent medicines which, the police say, were 
left unopened by Luetgert that night: the 
finding of the barricaded basement door, and 
the mysterious all-night occupation of Luet- 
gert in the basement from which he ascend- 
ed to his office abeut 8 o’clock Sunday morn- 
' There was a straining of many ears when 
the watchman said the steam ceased to @ter 
the vat about 2 a. m., and that he was sure 
he knew when the hissing of the steam 
ceased, for he was in the meat-chopping 
room and could hear distinctly. 

When Bialk was placed on the stand at 1:30 
p. Ih. Mr. McEwen asked him if he had ever 
seen Mrs. Luetgert in the office of the factory 
prior to Saturday night, May 1. 

** Not for a long time before that-—about 
four weeks,’ was Bialk’s answer. 

** What time, day or night, did you usually 
see her there?’ 

“Mr. Luetgert was sometimes sick, and I 
had to call her in the night.”’ 

** How many times?’ 

ae Twice.’ 


She Always Answered His Call. 


“Had you ever called her when she did 
not go to her husband?’’ 
“When 1 called her she always came.”’ 

With this the watchman was turned over 
to the defense. He denied that he had heard 
of Mrs. Luetgert’s disappearance until a 
week after its occurrence, when the custo- 
dian placed in the factory asked him if he 
knew anything about the woman's where- 
abouts. He answered in the negative. 

The next he heard was from the stable 
boss, who said to him: ‘‘ That woman is not 
living.”’ ae 
_ Two weeks after the disappearance he was 
met at the factory by Sergeant Spengle, who 
asked him to.go and see Captain Schuettler, 

Then followed cross-examination relating 
to the visit of the Inspector, Captain, and 
their detectives to the factory, when they 
were accompanied by the witness, who 
showed the officers around. He again told 
how he had assisted Luetgert to dump the 

‘gaustic into the middle vat; related the cir- 
cumstances of the turning on of the steam 
into the vat by Luetgert; the finding of the 
office chair by the vat, and all other particu- 
lars recalled on direct examination. 


Holds te His Story. 


* An hour or more was spent in pinning the 
witness to bis recollection of Luetgert’s 
movements in the basement. To all such 
questions Bialk answered that he saw his 
employer three times during the night after 
he had held the stepladder to aid him in turn- 
ing the steam into the vat. The first was 
when Luetgert sent him to the drug stcre, 
the second when Luetgert again dispatched 
him to the same pjace, and the third when he 
peeped over the basement door and saw the 
sausage packer moving around the base- 
ment lantern in hand. This view, the wit- 
ness said, did not disclose the vats, lined 
near the south wall. 

Much amusement was caused when Bialk 
told of his recent relations with Detective 
Klinger, who was detailed to see that the 
witness was not tampered with. His nights, 


* he said, were spent at the detective’s house, 


and when he went home to spend the days 
swith his wife the detective accompanied

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PROGRESS ON THE NEW TARIFE BILL.

Votes Taken in the Senate on Amend- 
ments to the Schedales Show 
Little Variation. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—The Senaje 
made good progress on the tariff bill today, 
disposing of ten pages. Several votes were 
taken, the Finance committee being sus- 
tained in each case by majorities varying 
from 6 to 15. The drug schedule was under 
discussion, and the debate was largely tech- 
nical. Occasionally, however, it branched 
off to general phases of the tariff, although 
at no time during the day was there a 
speech of more than five minutes’ duration. 

Mr. Vest of Missouri moved an amendment 
to paragraph 10 so as to fix the rate on crude 
borax at 1% cents and on refined borax at 2? 
cents per pound. After a brief debate the 
amendment was disagreed to without divi- 
sion. The committee substitute was agreed 
to fixing borax at 5 cents per pound, borates 
of lime or soda, 4 cents and & cents, ac- 
cording to strength. 3 

The committee amendments on refined 
camphor, ground . chalk, manufactured 
chalk, and chloroform were agreed to. 

When paragraph 19, relating to. barks, 
beans, and like drugs was reached, Mr. Al- 
drich moved an amendment of one-quarter 
cent per pound in addition to the 10 per cent 
ad valorem provided by the bill. Mr. Al- 
drich said the foreigners were securing the 
traae of these poorer classes of drugs un- 
der the present arrangement. Mr. Vest 
questioned this, saying the Americans con- 
trolled the market and exported $900,000 
Jast year. He demanded a roll-call, on 
which the Aldrich amendment was agreed 
to, 35 to 21. The vote was a party one, ex- 
cept that Jones and f&tewart of Nevada 
and Pettigrew of South Dakota voted in 
the affirmative. 

Conimittee amendments were agreed to 
on licorice extract, chicle, magnesia, alizar- 
ine assistant, cotton-seed oil, poppy-seed 
oil, fusel oil, and peppermint oil. Mr. Al- 
drich withdrew the committee amendment 
on opium ‘prepared for smoking, leaving it 
at’'$6 per pound. Mr. Jones of Arkansas 
resisied the other features of the opium 
paragraph, saying great increases had heen 
raade on a drug of universal use. He moved 
to amend the rate on morphia from $1 to 
50 cents per ounce, and said he would later 
move to place crude and unmanufactured 
opium on the free list. 

Mr. Jones’ amendment was disagreed to— 
yeas, 24; nays, 3v. 

Mr. McEnery [Dem., La.] and Messrs. 
Pettigrew, Kyle, and Stewart voted with 
the Kepublicans and Mr. Heitfeld with the 
LCemocrats. In other respects the vote was 
on party lines. 

When varnishes were reached, Mr. Vest 
protested against the increase in duty, but 
said it was useless to take a vote against it. 

Mr. Vest again made a protest on the 
white lead paragraph, saying the increased 
duties would accrue to the profits of the 
lead trust. He moved to reduce the rate 
from 2% to 14% cents per pound and demand- 
ed a yeaand nay vote. Theamendment was 
rejected—yeas, 27; nays, 35—the vote being 
on party lines except that Mr. Pettigrew 
voted with the Democrats and Messrs. Can- 
non, Heitfeld, Jones [Nev.], and Stewart 
with the Republicans. 

The paint paragraph led to some debate. 
Mr. Aldrich stated that the increase was 
justified as a measure of protection to the 
American paint makers. Mr. Vest answered 
that the export of $880,000 worth of paint 
refuted the claim that the producers needed 
more protection. The paragraph was agreed 
to, however, without a vote. 

On lead litharge, Mr. Vest moved an 
amendment to reduce the duty from 2% to 
1% cents, which was disagreed to without 
division. 

Mr. Aldrich offered a committee amend- 
ment to increase chlorate of potash from 
2 to 2% cents. This was resisted by Mr. 
Vest, who said the article was required in 
manufacturing cotton goods. He made a 
general plea against taxing raw materials. 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut said the change 
was designed to free the United States from 
dependence on the united alkali trust of 
England and to encourage an American 
company which proposes to utilize the power 
of Niagara Falls. ~ 

The Aldrich amendment increasing the 
rate on chlorides of potassium.to 2% cents 
was agreed to—yeas, 33; nays, 27. Messrs. 
Jones, Stewart, and Cannon voted with the 
Republicans and Harris of Kansas. Hietfeld 
and Kyle with the Democrats. 

The committee amendments were agreed 
to.on ochre, orange mineral, red lead, var- 
nishes, vermilion red, white lead, oxide of 
zinc paints, acetate of lead, caustic potash, 
and prussiate of potash. 

The following paragraphs went over: 14, 
coal tar dyes; 16, collodion; 22, gelatin glue; 
88, olive oil; 43, blue; 50, ultramarine blue; 
58, phosphorus. 

The final conference report on the sundry 
civil bill was taken up, an agreement hav- 
ing been made to vote at 2 p. m. 

The Senators from States affected by the 
forest order urged the rejection of the en- 
tire conference report and an absolute sus- 
pension of the President’s order. Mr. Can- 
non of Utah referred to the order as bar- 
barous and inhuman, and Mr. Stewart of 
Nevada characterized it as a “* disgrace to 
American civilization and the worst out- 
rage of the last half century.’’ 

Mr. Pettigrew asserted that the order 
was the result of “‘ the ignorance of Grover 
Cleveland.’’ He said that in South Dakota 
the area included as part of the forest re- 
serve contained seventeen postoffices, 15,000 
people, and fifty miles of railroad. He 
urged also that the Academy of Sciences, 
which recommended this act, should be re- 
buked, and he favored the defeat of the 
sundry civil bill rather than have the order 
stand. 

When Mr. Allison said this was the best ar- 
rangement that could be made with the 
house Mr. Tillman of South Carolina ejacu- 
lated: ‘‘O, they have no House over there, 
anyway. They have one man running it.”’ 

The conference report was agreed to— 
yeas, 32; nays, 25. 

Referring to accounts of a personal differ- 
ence last night between Senators Hawley 
and Aldrich in regard to the tariff bill, Sen- 
ator Hawley said today that he had become 
incensed over the. Finance committee's atti- 
tude towards aniline dyes and had expressed 
himself in pretty hot words toward Senator 
Aldrich. He had, however, afterward 
talked the matter over with the Rhode Is. 
land Senator and considers that they are 
as good friends as they ever were. Senator 
Hawley says the matter was trivial and he 
deprecates the publications concerning it. 


WINONA CHOSEN FOR NEXT ASSEMBLY

1. That the General Assembly observe the 
250th anniversary of the adoption of the 
Westminster standards on the second 
Thursday of the sessions of the General 
Assembly of 1898, and that a commitiee of 
nine be appointed by the Moderator to make 
due. preparations for the observance of the 
event. 

2. That this assembly recommends to the 
synods, presbyteries, and churches to ob- 
serve this event at convenient times during 
the year.

PANIC ON A FERRY BOAT.

SOUND STEAMER CRASHES INTO THE 
TEXAS IN MID-STREAM. 


Two Hundred Passengers Are Thrown 
into a State of Terror—Shriek and 
Cry They Are Going to Sink—One 
Woman Is Badly Injured and Horses 
Are Thrown Down—Fortunately No 
One Is Killed and Boats Are Enabled 
to Reach Shore. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—The sound 
steamer Erastus Corning and the ferryboat 
Texas met in midstream tonight, the steamer 
ramming the smaller craft amidships. Noth- 
ing but stout guard timbers saved the ferry- 
boat from going to the bottom, and as it was 
it was badly damaged. 

The Texas left Brooklyn at 10 p. m. with 
about 200 passengers on board. The night 
was clear but dark. A swift ebb tide was 
running afound the elbow of the city, and 
the ferryboat was keeping well in shore in 
order to escape as much of its force as pos- 
sible. The Corning was battling against the 
current also, but there was no good reason 
why the two boats did not give each other 
a wide berth. The ferryboat people say it 
had the right of way and gave the single 
whistle, announcing their boat would cross 
the Corning’s bows, but the swifter vessel 
did not answer this announcement and slow 
up, as it should have done. 

Instead, it kept on its way, intending to 
pass in front of the ferryboat, and crashing 
into its port quarter. The latter was back- 
ing water, but was still advancing with con- 
siderabie speed. 

There was a crash, a shock which threw 
many passengers off their feet, the sound 
of splintering wood, the shrill screams of 
frightened women, and the senseless babble 
of panic-stricken men. 

The ferryboat keeled over to starboard 
until the horses in the midship gangways 
were thrown about, and it was feared the 
boat was going to sink. At once the fright 
turned into insensate fury. Men, women, 
and children cried they were going down. 
Men crept about on their hands and knees, 
looking for life-jackets under the long seats. 
Women ran to and fro wringing their hands 
and begging to be saved. 

Not until the deckhands and a few of the 
cooler passengers had assured them there 
was no immediate danger of the boat sink- 
ing was quiet restored. 

In the woman’s cabin Mrs. Geisenheimer 
lay shrieking on the floor. Blood flowed 
from several cuts in her head, and it looked 
as if she was badly injured, but she was in 
such a hysterical state it was impossible to 
determine just how seriously she was hurt. 
The Corning, which was not badly injured, 
stood by until it was plain the ferryboat 
had not been cut below the water line and 
then proceeded on its way. 

The ferryboat went on to its slip despite 
the large hole in its side. Mrs. Geisenheimer 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital, her husband 
accompanying her. After her wounds had 
been dressed and pronounced not dangerous 
she insisted on going home. 

Several other passengers were shaken up 
and bruised, but none needed medical atten- 
tion. After landing the passengers the 
Texus left for the repair docks, where she 
will be detained for a week.

Statue ef Agnes Gilkerson Is Demol- 
ished by Order of Hezekiah B. 
Sniith’s Son. 

New York, May 27.+[Special.]—The costly 
marble statue of Agnes Gilkerson, for years 
an object ef interest on the lawn of the 
Hezekiah B. Smith’s mansion at Smith- 
ville, N. J., was broken into thousands of 
pieces today. The wreckage of this reinark- 
able work of art was then cast in Rancocas 
Creek, and the testimonial to Congressman 
Hezekiah B. Smith's folly went out of sight 

forever. 

The story of Smith and Agnes Gilkerson is 
one of extraordinary romance and wrong, 
and, when first made public, stirred the 
whole country. 

The man had deserted his rightful family 
at Woodstock, Vt., and made a new home at 
Smithville with the woman of his infatua- 
tion. He became a millionaire manufac- 
turer, creating a great industrial plant in 
the out of the way retreat he had selected. 
He also went to Congress and grew to be a 
political figure in thé State, Agnes Gilker- 
son, known to those who knew Smith then 
as his wife, pushing him onward and up- 
ward. He would doubtless have won higher 
political honors, but his past became known. 

When the woman died the inconsolable and 
aged manufacturer had a statue of her made 
in Italy and placed it on his front lawn, 
where he could see it always. 

Captain Elton Smith, one of the manufac- 
turer’s surviving children, has just come 
into the great property of his father, and one 
of his first acts was to order the statue of 
Agnes Gilkerson destroyed, so it should 
never more plague him or his. 

A dozen stalwart men armed with sledges 
and axes sent the white statue crashing to 
the ground and hammered the marble fierce- 
ly until nothing but a pile of débris re- 
mained. Some of the villagers tried to se- 
cure pieces of the statue as souvenirs, but 
a cart took the whole mess to the creek, 
where it was dumped into ten feet of water 
and covered with stones. 

Captain Smith's lawful wife viewed the 
statue this morning for ‘the first and last 


time. 


DECIDES GOOD WILL IS PROPERTY. 


United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
So Decides in the Wall Paper 
Trust Case.

New York, May 27.—A suit was decided in 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today involving the National Wall Paper 
company and $38,000,000 of securities.- The 
case was considered of great importance, as 
upon its results depended the legality of 
the $30,000,000 of stock of the National 
Wall Paper company. The plaintiffs were 
Gresswell & Washburn, wall paper manu- 
facturers in Philadelphia. 

The court, on the trial of this case before 
Judge Wheeler, decided in favor of the com- 
pany and in the opinion just handed down 
his decision is sustained on all points. 

The court decides that good will is prop- 
erty for which stock may be issued, but that 
whether this is true or not the complainants 
should not be heard to complain that the 
stock was improperly issued or that there 
was an overvaluation, inasmuch as they 
participated in the entire transaction. 


DAVID ROBINSON IS INVESTIGATED. 


Charge of Larceny Is Preferred Against 
Him ky an Insurance 
Company. 


New York, May 27.—The grand jury today 
investigated a charge of grand larceny pre- 
ferred by the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany against David Robinson, son of former 
Governor Robinson. Robinson was formerly 
Mayor of Elmira and agents there for the 
complainants. The specific charge is the 
larceny of $24,000 by misrepresenting the 
value of Elmira property which he is alleged 
to have purchased for,$6,500 and procured a 
loan of $30,000 upon through reporting to the 
company a valuation of $60,000. It is al- 
leged that he embezzled nearly $300,000 in 
three years while acting for the company, 
«a good part of which has been refunded. 

| Jones Pleads Guilty. 

Latimer Ridley Jones, the New York 
horseman who was extradited from England 
two months ago to stand trial for forgeries 
aggregating $200,000, today pleaded guilty 
on one charge to forgery in the third de- 
gree.

Fire from “ Candling ” Eggs. 

The practice of “ candling’”’ eggs to see 
whether they had been laid this year or 
last was the cause of the second threaten- 
ing blaze at Randolph and Halsted streets. 

The fire broke out in the rear of Frank 
Pickell’'s cémmission house, 195 West Ran- 
dolph street, /occupied by Jacobson & Co., 
who deai\“ihm butter and eggs. While 
the man who was doing the “ candling”’ 
was holding one egg before his eye, he 
thought from its extraordinary ruby hue 
that it was much the best egg he had ever 
seen. Good eggs give a red hue and bad 
ones a dark color. As he squinted at this 
particular egg he thought it kept getting 
better and better, and would soon be almost 
too good to eat: Then he noticed, as he 
lowered the egg, that not only was it red, but 
that everything else in the establishment 
was red, and the flames of the burning 
Straw where the candle had upset were 
crawling rapidly up the walls. 

Then the man who had been examining 
the eggs to see which were fit to cook and 
which were not, left all of them to be scram- 
bled or fried, he didn’t much care which, 
and ran into the front room. shouting 
“Pwo.” The building was a venerable 
frame structure which was two degrees 
dryer than the proverbial tinder’ box and 
the flames were out on the roof and eating 
their way into Schimpff’s saloon on the east 
in a moment. 

Schimpff tried to tame the fire with a 
stream from a selzer siphon, but the fire 
soon demonstrated that it wasn’t that kind 
of a blaze. It was burning briskly in front 
of the building before he knew it and he was 
glad to get out with the siphon bottle and 
two bottles of white pop. 


Alarm Ameng Factory Girls. 

The alarm of fire and the smoke from 
the burning buildings caused wild alarm 
among the 300 girls in the upper stories in 
the Chapman & Smith bakery and confec- 
tionery building next door, and there was 
the usual rush for the stairs. There were 
all the requisites for a first-class panic, but 
Mr. Chapman and a cool-headed foreman 
quickly restored order, and all the em- 
ployés walked quietly down the long stairs 
and out of the building. On the fourth floor 
were 200 barrels and packages of oils and 
extracts, and it was feared fora time that 
they might explode. Employés of the house, 
however, kept the wall cool with streams 
from small hose held out of the upper win- 
dows until the firemen came and by heavy 
streams from four leads of hose prevented 
any further danger of explosion. 

From the burning saloon and commission 
house the flames leaped west and twined 
about the empty building at 193 and the 
blacksmith shop next door. In the basement 
of 193, in Eagle street, is a livery stable 
owned by Pfeiffer & Larkins, and there 
were several horses in the barn. The 
frightened animals were blindfolded and led 
into the street with little difficulty. 

The greatest excitement was on Halsted 
street, where there are a number of saloons 
and second-hand clothing stores. The pro- 
prietors rushed wildly about and pressed 
everything, from stone drays to wheelbar- 
rows, into service. One rickety wagon, 
drawn by an ancient horse of some three 
score years and ten or more, was hauled in 


s front of one store, while the frantic pro- 


proprietor and his family piled it high with 
secnod and third hand clothing. Violins, re- 
volvers, old clothes, and revolutionary mus- 
kets were thrown in, and.then more old 
clothes, and the _ perspiring proprietor, 
climbing on top of his effects, shrieked out: 
‘*Viy, viy. vly, und I gif you 40 cents.”’ 
Faulk & Stern owned the buildings occu- 
pied by the saloon and commission house. 
Their loss is $3,000. The saloon stock and 
fixtures, a total loss, were worth $1,500, and 
were insured for $500. Dr. Henry Scholler 
owned the building at193. His loss is $1,200. 
S. H. Matheison lost $200 in his blacksmith 
shop in the building at 195, which was dam- 
aged $300 worth. The building was owned 
by 8S. H. Wheeler. The commission stock, 
including the eggs that were too good to be 
used, was worth $800. Chapman & Smith 
lost a number of valuable signs and the 
Halsted street merchants who moved out 
and back again were all claiming heavy 
losses from breakage and also from cigars 
given to the people who helped them move. 


TWO CROOKS GET AWAY. 


JACK CARR OF HOLDUP FAME AND 
UNKNOWN BURGLAR THE MEN.

Former, Suffering from a Ballet Wound 
in the County Hospital, Improves 
Opportunity for Exit by a Window, 
Giving a Policeman the Slip—In- 
vader of Holy Name Parochial 
School Eludes Patrolmen, Teachers, 
and a Crowd About the Building. 


Two criminals dodged out of the grasp of 
the police last night. One was and had been 
a prisoner; the other was in the act of 
burglary and entirely escaped apprehension. 
One was a notorious thief, Jack Carr; the 
other was and is unknown. Both are still 
at large. 

Carr, who is a Pontiac parole man, is best 
known to the Chicago police for his parti- 
cipation in the Edgewater trolley car hold- 
up two yearsago. He has been in the County 
Hospital several weeks and his bullet 
wound (inflicted by a policeman) was indi- 
rectly the cause of his escape last night from 
the hospital. 

The ‘‘ unknown.” who escaped, entered 
the building of the Holy Name Parochial 
School at 9 o'clock last night and success- 
fully evaded the pursuit of a wagon force of 
policeman and several watchmen with drawn 
revolvers, who were assisted by twenty 
teachers in the school, which is located at 
Sl to 85 Sedgwick’ street. All the while a 
great crowd was outside the building. 


Story of Carr’s Escape. 

Jack Carr’s departure from the County 
Hospital was effected by climbing out of a 
window last evening. Policeman Dowling, 
from the Lake Street Station, who was 
guarding him, will probably be relieved of 
duty today. Patients at the hospital said 
Dowling was playing cards with convales- 
cents at the time Carr and two other city 
prisoners were planning and executing his 
escape. 

Carr was sent to the hospital on the even- 
ing of April 18. He and three or four com- 
panions were found at 7:20 o'clock in the 
evening at Laflin and Congress streets. Po- 
liceman McSweeney judged from their ac- 
tions they were planning mischief and com- 
manded them to stand in line while he called 
the patrol wagon. Instead of complying 
they ran in different directions. McSweeney 
pursued Carr, and, seeing the man was 
going to escape, he drew his revolver and 
fired, wounding Carr inthe back. The Max- 
well Street patrol wagon conveyed him to 
the County Hospital. The bullet was ex- 


| tracted the next day and the patient, though 


seriously hurt, has been slowly recovering. 


Under Constant Police Guard. 

Policemen from the Lake Street Station 
have been guarding Carr constantly at the 
hospital. The guard yesterday was Pvlice- 
man Dowling. 

At 3 o'clock Carr's wife and two friends, 
one of them said to be a cousin named Carlin, 
went to the hospital to visit him. They re- 
mained all the afternoon and until 8:15in the 
evening. Mrs. Carr was observed to leave 
the hospital by the front door at this hour. 
That was the last seen of any of the pleasant 
little party. 

Shortly afterward Dowling went to the bed 
of his patient and found a large screen shut- 
ting off his view. He walked around the ob- 
struction and found the bed empty: Dowling 
gave the alarm, but no one had seen any- 
thing of Carr. The window, which is tour 
feet off the ground, was found raised and 
it is supposed Carr, ‘‘ Carlin,’’ and his other 
friend leaped out and made their escape 
over the nearest fence into Lincoln street. 

Carr's police record is a long one. Hé@ was 
a member of the notorious Buff Higzins 
gang, whose leader and sponsor suffered on 
the gallows in the County Jail a year ago. 
His companions included “ Sleepy’’ Burke 
and ‘**‘ Toronto Pete,’’ and others of that ilk. 
He was convicted in connection with the 
famous Evanston trolley car robbery and 
sentenced to a term in the reformatory at 
Pontiac. He was given his liberty on parole 
on April 1, 


Attempted School Burglary. 
The burglar who invaded the Holy Name 
Parochial School was seen entering through 
a window on the north side of the building. 
Joseph Knight and Miss Nielson, who were 
sitting on the stairs at No. 87, watched him 
glide up the stairs and pry open a window. 
He was half way in when a teacher, looking 
out of a window in an upper story, saw the 
protruding limbs and called out, asking what 
he was doing. 

With the arrival of the police the search 
began by surrounding the building on all 
sides. Every gas-jet in the house was 
lighted in the search, and the six-story
